British Hold Line In Flan- 


ders Won In Fast Few 


Weeks 


With the British Armies in France 


and Belgium, Oct. 24.—(By the As- 
sociated Press)—The consolidation 
of the positions won by the allies in 
Monday's attack Was being rapidly 
completed tootty under a bright sun 
which is mitigating somewhat the 
difficulties 
to the 
work 
in the 


Morass-like ground. Active artillery 
fire marked the night in the region 
to the east and north of Ypres. 


The British big guns have never 


ceased to pour a devastating fire 
into the German positions along the 
Flanders' baittlefront, and the enemy 
has 
responded 
vigorously. 
Last 


night the Germans directed a heavy 
fire against the sector' between the 
Ypres-Menin highway_ arid the Ypres- 
Roulers Railway, an"d also concen- 
trated on Abraham heights, which 
are on the Gravenstafel right, south- 
west of Passchendaele. 


Shortly before dark last evening 


the enemy launched a counterattack 
against the British to the south of 
Houtholst forest, near the junction 
with the French, but this was re- 
pulsed with much gun and rifle fire. 
Both the French and British were 
holding their new positions in this 
difficult territory on the edge of the 
forest strongly. 
The assertion in the German of- 


ficial statement that the Britsh on 
Monday also attacked on both sides 
of Gheluvelt and. were repulsed is 
entirely erroneous, as no such at- 
tack was made. The British offen- 
sive was confined to operations along 
a narrow* front several miles north 
of Gheluvelt 
>**3P 
The report .that British troops had 


found a German Officer who had been 
executed tannin, own soldiers, jthe 
body having the hands bound behind 
the back, has been confirmed. The 
incident, deeurred at a redoubt south 
of "Polecapelle during the 
recent 


fighting. 
There were 14 German 
soldiers and a young officer holding 
this place. When the British troops 
stormed this redoubt the German 
soldiers surrendered and the British 
found the dead officer with five bul- 
let wounds in his body. The reason 
for his execution was that the man 
desired to surrender and he refused 
to give up his stronghold without a 
struggle. 


This affair is another link tending 


to substantiate statements made by 
prisoners th'at the German officers 
commanding 
certain 
bodies 
of 


troops along the Flanders front are 
losing control over their men. There 
is no doubt that there has been a 
very,considerable deterioration in the 
morale of many of the German 
troops in this region. But the Ger- 
man fighting machine is recognized 
as still being a powerful one. 


One non-commissioned officer be- 


longing to the Tenth Bavarian divis- 
ion, who was captured about the 
middle of October, asserted, as had 
other prisoners before^" that the of- 
ficers were losing their grip on the 
men. He said that desertions in the 
rear areas were very frequent and 
cited the case of 13 men of his own 
company who had deserted a fort- 
night before, declaring that they 
were going home. 
Some of them 


were arrested on the way. but others 
actually reached their homes. 


Four of these men were brought 


back to their company as prisoners, 
but the 
officer 
did not 
know 


whether any of them had been pun- 
ished. 
He added that this was not 


an exceptional case. - 


An equally Interesting statement 


was made by a captured officer of 
the guard reserve division, who had 
joined his regiment in the middle of 
October. 
He declared 
that the 


morale In Germany was very bad 
and that the civilians were raising an 
outcry as to why the war was being 
prolonged. Throughout the country, 
he said, there was talk of an end to 
the Hohensollerns and the establish- 
ment of a republic. The morale In 
his own division he characterized as 
bad. although formerly it has been 
good. 


This officer further said that the 


authorities had alreadv called up the 
1920 class In Brunswick. 
Germanv 


was suffering from a serious short- 
age of horses and them wa a vreat 
scarcity of convas. as a result of 
which the manufacture of tents had 
virtually ceased, huts being erected 
Instead. 
Another 
officer-prisoner 
had

camp. 
There were British, French 


and Russian prisoners 
and Russian prisoners there.

really secured the day. The full ex- 
tent of the Liberty Day drive prob- 
ably will not be known before the 
campaign closes Saturday. 


"A flood of telegrams from every 


part of the country," the treasury

announces, "told 
the 


same story of subscription agencies 
swamped so badly that there was no 
possibility of making accurate esti- 
mates of yesterday's 
sale 
before 


tonight at the earliest. 
Of all the 


confusion that has resulted from the 
overwhelming flood of business that 
iairly swept sales committees off 
their feet, their is evident a fixed de- 
termination to attain the $5,000,- 
000,000 maximum total.

"For the first time in history the British people are keenly alive to America and her people. I be- 


lieve that Great Britain and America have been drawn more closely together to a better understanding 
in the past year than in any time in .history. By France, the entrance of America will be remembered 
with the same appreciation and in the same way as the divine inspiration that moved Joan of Arc to rid 
France of her enemies and t<> bring her new life. 


"The part America is to play in this struggle is, as leading Englishmen tell me, gigantic and I believe 
as a result her position among the nations of the world will be made still greater."

In belief, said Dr. Powell in out- 


lining the plans, the idea is to cut 
away from the before-the-war habit 
of sending American young men to 
the graduate schools and universities 
of Germany and to abolish the old 
system of exchange professorships 
between America and Germany, and 
to substitute therefore a system giv- 
ing Americans. French and British 
easy access to the colleges of the 
three nations. 
"We are embarking upon a move- 


ment that will make for cohesion of 
all the great national forces for de- 
mocracy. Out of it will come inter- 
national understanding that will be 
a powerful factor for the prevention 
of future wars." he said.

PRICE OF SILVER 


CLIMBS RAPIDLY 


Reaches the Highest Point in 


Thirty Years. 


BIG PROBLEM IN FINANCE 


Story of Metal's Rise |n Value In War 


Time* Reads Like Romance—Ru*> 
elan Ruble and Indian Rupee Are 
Worth More as Bullion Than as 
Money. 


Sliver has advanced In price by sev- 


en-leagued strides for a considerable 
time. Everything In the present mar* 
ket for precious metals points to the 
probability that the rise will continue. 


The story of sliver* since the war 


began Is one of the romances of the 
great struggles. So recently as 1900 
the commercial ratio of gold to silver 
was stated at 39.74. For 1904 it was 
given as 37.49; stiver has therefore 
slightly more than double in value, as 
compared to the nominal quotations of 
gold since the* first of the war. 


This, however, la not really so aston- 


ishing as it seems at first glance. De- 
spite its use as subsidiary money all 
over the world, silver Is still merely a 
commodity, and Its Increase is only a 
little less than that of other commodi- 
ties. The Economist's Index figure at 
the end of July, 1014, was 116.6; at the. 
end of August, 1917, It was 257.1. 


Silver has gone up in value as com- 


pared to gold, bat not as compared to 
commodities. It has actually fallen a 
trifle in comparison with the average 
of commodities. Measured in gold the 
price of silver is higher today than it 
has been for 30 years. 


One of the problems of the financial 


world is this of silver. Everybody 
knows that whenever the bullion value 
of a coin gets above its monetary value 
there is a tendency to withdraw the 
coin from circulation, melt it down and 
sell it as bullion. In various countries 
silver coins are right now worth more 
as bullion than as money. 


Ruble Worth More as Bullion. 


For example, the Russian ruble was 


worth before the war 51 cents as 
money, but its bullion value was much 
less. When the price of silver bullion 
got to 50 pence, or $J, per ounce, the 
silver in the Russian ruble was worth 
2s. T^d., or 63 cents. If one could get 
hjold of a few tons of rubles at their 
nominal price, melt them down and 
offer them for sale in the London silver 
market It would be a fine speculation. 
The effect is that the ruble disappears 
from ordinary circulation. The Russian 
paper ruble was quoted at the same 
time as worth only 6%., or 13 cents. 
Russia is thus on a paper basis, with a 
sadly depreciated • stocfr of paper

HIS MEN SURRENDER 


' (ASSOCIATED I-IIC6S 


Petrograd, Oct. 25.—How the Ger- 


mans were aided in the capture of 
Oesel and Moon Islands in the Qulf 
of Riga by sympathizers there is 
told by M. Vlshneysky, a commis- 
sioner sent to observe conditions 
there, and who escaped in an open 
boat after the occupation. 
He de- 
scr../ 
tho heroic efforts made by 


the oiuvers to rally their men and 
asserts '.nat several, of them, includ- 
ing General Martinoff, commander 
of the garrison, committed suicide 
when the troops surrendered. 
That the Germans had, knowledge 


of the conditions on the islands Is 
indicated by the fact that when Av- 
iator Safonoy brought down a Gerr 
man hydroaeroplane, the dead oc- 
cupant was found to have complete 
plans not only of existing, but of 
proposed fortifications. On the plan* 
places were marked for bombing. 
General Martinoff's scouts frequently 
observed lanterns flashing from the 
shore and., upon investigation found 
a deserted* cabin with a ladder lead- 
ing to the roof. Sqarea of canvas, 
found lying on the ground were re- 
moved, but later were replaced by a 
mysterious hand. 


In an effort to stem the surrender 


of large bodies of troops, Visbnev- 
sky and others pretended to be send- 
ing signals to Russian ships bring- 
ing help. 
Instructions were issued 


by soldiers* committees, he says, that 
those wishing to surrender should 
gather under wtfite flags. Com- 
mander Shisbko, of the Revel Bat- 
talion of Death, it is related, handed 
his sword to a soldier, saying: "1 
never will return home. Those who 
can may save themselves or do as I." 
Whereupon, he shot himself.

Germans gave two hours in which to 
surrender. The majority of the gar- 
rison gave up their arms within this 
time.

French fried, creamed, baked, sweet 
>r Irish potatoes. Serve also any one 
of the following vegetables: Egftplnnt. 
(was, stewed tomatoes, onions, squash, 
green corn, brussels sprouts, beet 
greens, new beets, macaroni with 
cheese or salsify.'" For dessert serve 
sonic light dish, such as cottage pud- 
ding or fruit whip. 


Koast beef may be served with po- 


tatoes, mashed or fried or franconia 
style. In addition serve any one or two 
of the vegetables mentioned above. 
For salad choose plain lettuce or en- 
dive, with French dressing. For des- 
sert a fruit whip or a blancmange 
would be acceptable. 


Itoast pork may be served with white 


or sweet potatoes and any one of the 
following vegetables: Spinach, parsnips, 
apple sauce, creacned cabbage, onions, 
baked squash. 
By the way. all the 


vegetables, with the exception of cab- 
bage, spinach and parsnips, will be im- 
proved liy baking. For dessert order 
either baked apples with cream. Indian 
pudding, pumpkin pie or ice cream. 


Roast lamb should be served with po- 


tatoes or rice and one of the following 
vegetables: Spinach, peas, squash, tur- 
nips. For a relish, either mint jelly or 
mint sauce is recommended. For des- 
sert, baked apple dumpling, rhubarb pie 
or pudding, with the upper crust only, 
would be good. 


Roast chicken or turkey may be 


served with sweet or white potatoes, 
and any of the following vegetables or 
cereals: Rice, hominy, squash, onions 
or celery. For a Relish, serve a sweet 
pickle, jelly or cranberry eauce. For 
dessert, serve a sweet steamed pud 
ding, toe cream, or cranberry, pumpkin 
or mince pic. 


If the flsh is boiled, serve with po- 


tato and one of the following vege- 
table;;: Onions, parsnips. Egg sauce 
may accompany, the lish. The dessert 
may be heavy—a shortcake in season, 
a cottage pudding or a lemon pie. 
With fried fish, serve sauce Tart a re, 
PMMch fried potatoes and peas.

jelly as relish. Horseradish is accept- 
able with baked ham.

Colorado at the November elec-.on of 1914, by a majority of about 
11,000 votes, to become effective January 1, 1915. 


After one year of prohibition a la rge majority of those most radically 


opposed to 'the amendment at the t time of its submission are its most 
ardent supporters today. 
Should th e question of prohibition be again 


submitted to the people of this State, the majority of 1914 would be 
manifolded. 
As an evidence of this, the beer amendment submitted to 


the voters at the November election of 1916, was defeated by a majori- 
ty of 85,789. 


The practical benefits which are most conspicuous 
are 
the 
relief 


of suffering among women and children, the decrease in demand on 
charitable organizations, the great, decreases in crime and consequent 
committals to State prisons and in crease in ttie number of new savings 
accounts opened by the various banks throughout the State, totaling 
119,000. 
The legislature, which is now in 
session 
will doubtless 


amend the present statute tending to a more effective and rigid enforce- 
ment of the law, as suggested in the inaugural address of the incoming 
Governor.

Our Supreme Court, 


As originally made up the supreme 


court consisted of a chief Justice and 
five associate justices, in 1807 a alzth 
associate was added when a' new dis- 
trict had been created to take In the 
new western territory comprising the 
states of Ohio, Tennessee' and Ken- 
tucky. In 1837 the expansion of the 
nation westward again called for an 
increase in the court, and two more 
associate Justices were added. 


In 1S63 a ninth associate Justice WM 


needed, but five yean later, when ap- 
proaching vacancies made it like!/ that 
President Andrew Johnson might hare 
the appointment of the new members, 
congress, then hi open antagonism to 
the chief executive, reduced the num- 
ber to seven, thus preventing bun from 
making an appointment 


This number two years later, after 


the Inauguration of President Grant; 
was Increased to eight associate Jus- 
tices and a chief Justice, and as then 
constituted the court has remained.
